Attorney Generai J. WALTER YEAGLEY advised that in order 
to establish a violation of the Smith Act, Title 18, United 
tates Code, Section 2385, the activities of an accused 
must be shown to be directed against the government of the 
United States or the government of any State, Territory, 
District or Possession.

the seditious conspiracy statute can be established only 
when the cencerted activities of two or more individuals 
are directed against the government of the United States, 
its authority, its laws or its property.
